The  com¬ 
mander  of  the  subnarino  told  about  of  the  character  of  the  dan  aye,  the  situation 
of.  tho  submarine,  .and  .a  number  of  other  details  necessary  for  the  rescuers.  All 
this  information  was  passed  by  radio  from  the  boat  to  the  rescue  ship.  Polyin," 
on  these  data  t’-'s  cpeoialintr  of  the  staff  rade  an  evaluation  and  analysis  of  the 
situation  and  developed  a  procedure  for  carrying  out  the  rescue  ’-’orb .  Captain  of 

the  Third  ’*  voloshVo  decided  to  briny  out  the  personnel  of  the  "sunken"  sub-

marine  wi  *■*  the  aid  of  a  rescue  ball,  the  no  calle'-’  "dry"  method  without  tho  use 
of  the  system  of  decompression. 

Wow  it  necessary  to  place  and  Veep  the  rescue  ship  precisely  .above  the 
submarine.  The  point  was  that  they  -'era  separated  by  a  ‘treat  thickness  of  water 
and  tho  least  deviation  from  the  vortical  direction  *"onld  mean  that  the  bell  was 
not  over  the  submarine.  Under  the  direction  of  the  mate  of  the  rescue  shij;,  Senior 
Lieutenant  Lobanov  the  spot  of  the  disaster  was  bordered  around  with  markers. 

By  these  markers  the  "V.illeVtor"  which  had  arrived  at  the  area  of  operations 
placed  barrels  or.  heavy  anchors.  Tron  the  rescue  ship  on  the  barrels  hawsers  v'ers 
strunp. 

The  wind  increased  and  in  order  for  the  rescue  ship  to  keep  itself  strictly

above  the  submarine  it  had  to  start  its  ";n’ines  and  even  crop  its  anchor.  Isoldes, 
this  was  only  a  rough  marking.  To  order  for  the  hell  to  be  let  dovT.  over-  the 
small  area  of  the  submarine  it  was  necessary  to  locate  more  precisely  the  rescue 
ship.  This  problem  was  solved  by  the  commander  of  the  lowering  Vra~ov  and  his 
subordinates.  The  precise  stationing  was  accomplished  with  the  aid  of  an  obser¬ 
vation  chamber,  which  is  somethin'*  on  the  order  of  a  bathyscaphe  in  miniature. 

As  operator-observer  Into  the  chamber  went  deep— sea  diver  Midshipman  Zamoshin. 

(V.  command  of  lieutenant  Vragov  the  chamber  was  let  down  Into  the  depths.  Having 
located  the  •  submarine  or.  the  bottom  Midshipman  Zamorhln  communicated  by  tele¬ 
phone  the  data  of  its  position.  TV.der  the  direction  of  the  observer  the  rescue 
ship  was  placed  so  tha.t  the  chamber  hung  precisely  over  the  area  where  the  bell 
was  to  be  let  down. 

Tn  the  meantime  the  rescue  be!1  was  already  tumbled  overboard  and  was  ready 
for  lettinr*  down.  The  crew  of  the  bell  Midshipman  "lysha  and  Chief  Petty  Off 5 car 
Strel'tsov,  bavin;*  received  final  instructions,  concealed  themselves  inside  the 
hatch.

cr.no  they  were  not  by  dive  re  ami  the  doctor.  As  soon  an  the  bell  appeared  out¬ 
side  of  the  '"atcr  and  it  was  raised  to  the  level  of  the  deck  and  from  it  one  rye  d 
Chief  Petty  Officer  Strel'tsov.  After  hin  one  by  one  the  members  of  the  submarine 
came  out  cf  the  bell.  On  their  faces  shone  satisfied  smiles.  Is  it  a  joke  to  come 
out  of  the  water,  as  ono  says,  dry,  and  at  that  from  a  yreat  depth?

ar.d  initiative.  V’ithont  waitinp  tvo  completion  of  the  stream  crossinp  they  bepan 
to  push  for  tho  opposite  shore,  and  in  this  they  draw  after  than  the  younp  sold¬ 
iers,  by  a  personal  example  they  instilled  in  then  the  will  and  darin.p.
